A REVIEW OF THE INTERNATIONAL SITUATION AND SOVIET FOREIGN POLICY

SUPREME SOVIET. THERE IS NO INDICATION WHEN THE REVIEW WILL START, 
BUT PREMIER KHRUSHCHEV PROBABLY WILL DELIVER A FOREIGN POLICY SPEECH. 

LIGHT BLUE NOTEBOOKS HANDED TO KHRUSHCHEV AND OTHER MEMBERS HELPED 
THEM TO FOLLOW THE SOMETIMES VAGUE STATISTICS AS GOVERNMENT REPRE-

DEPUTY PREMIER VLADIMIR NOVIKOV, CHAIRMAN OF THE STATE PLANNING

THE SOVIEt UNION HAS SURPASSED THE UNITED STATES IN OVER-ALL PRODUC-
